Start on Culvert in Week 


or So. 


Deciding that rather than wait for 


different Interests to get together and 
agree on some other road, the "Water 
Supply company directors Wednesday 
afternoon voted to acccent an offer of 
the Mueller family for lands for the 
straight road south of the new lake. 
This is the road first proposed and is 
on a line almost straig-ht from the 
brick culvert at the south end of the 
fill on the old Maffit bridge road west 
to the county bridge .road. 


WANT ACTION NOW. 


There was three nours talk about 


the road that the Water Supply di- 
rectors agreed to promote when'they 
secured abandonment of the Maffit 
bridge and road. As has, been fre- 
quently stated the Water Supply com- 
pany appropriated $21,000 for a road, 
leaving the selection of route to coun- 
ty, township, city plan, land owner 
and other interests, but none of them 
have been able to agree on anything 
that promised immediate action. 


The time for closing the dam and 


impounding water is now at hand. 
Secretary Bering reported- that he 
thought the Muellers and Fred Sterr 
would at once give the land for the 
straight road and that within a week 
he could get action toward laying 
this road out. 


ACCEPT MUELLER PLAN. 


The1 only consideration asked by 


the Muellers in return for donation 
of about seven acres of land was 
that thei culvert to replace the brick 
culvert referred to should be wide and 
high enough-for the passage of a 
boat. In'consideration of giving the 
land the Water 
Supply . 'directors 


thought trtey weni justified in mak- 
ing- a. culvert larger than absolutely 
necessary for drainage, and there- 


fore accepted" Mr. Mueller1* propo- 
sition and Instructed Secretary Bering 
to take up with county road author- 
ities the matter of getting the road 
opened and built at once. 


CLOSE DAM MAY 1. 


A motion was adopted that the dam 


should be closed on or before May 1. 


It Is expected that all the 
other 


work In the lake basin will.be out of 
the way by that time and that the 
new road will be so far along that 
the Maffit bridge road can be aban- 
doned 


There Is still considerable work to 


be done on the'fill "for the east ap- 
'proach of the old Cowford bridge road 
but the contractor say%he will "'be 
done In sixty days, and is making 
some progress now. 


BID RECEIVED. 


Secretary Bering already hag bids 


for building the culvert In the new 
south road and will decide about let- 
ting this contract as soon as arrange- 
ments 'can be made with county au- 
thorities. 


This culvert wlll.be necessary If 


T. road is later laid out on some other 
line. The Water Supply company di- 
rectors have discussed all winter a 
road to take the place of the Maffit 
3ridge road and have had many meet- 
ings lwith different persons Interested 
in the hope that something could be 
clone at this time toward laying out 
the new river drive south of the river, 
but the different interests could not 
agree except on the one point; that 
somebody would have to put up any- 
where 'from J40.000 to $100,000 more 
than tho Water Supply ocmpany was 
willing to put up. The question of 
laying out a river drive on any one 
of the many lines proposed is still 
•undecided and may be worked out'In 
the future, as nearly all concerned 
agree in the desirability of such a 
road.

If 
eggs are an Ingredient the dish will 
be of great food value. Pl«lfi stewed 
corn does very well to serve with 
dinner but for luncheon a made dish 
la preferable.

Cover each layer of vege^ 
tables; -with crumbs and bake In a 
moderate oven till 
the crumbs are 


brown. This is an excellent way to 
use up leftovers, but It should be 
remembered that 
no great amount 


of nourishment Is provided.

r-,1 in a.report just made by a s-pec- 
Ul commissior sent to Russia by 
the Health Committee of the League 
of Nations. 


The Commission says that ft cake 


of soap in Moscow costs 8,500 rubles, 
wlule nurses In the 
city 
hospital 


were paid only 5,000 rubles a, month 
and that they had to tie content with 
very scanty food. 


The poverty and misery that pre- 


vulled In Russia, as seen in the hos- 
pitals which the Commission visit- 
ed made a deep impression upon the 
members. Nevertheless, the Commis- 
sion stated, there is a high state of 
efficiency in the municipal hospital 
and the Commission emphasized the 
=plrit of sacrifice displayed by those 
entrusted with ministering to 
the 


health of the Russian people, espec- 
ially of the children.

"Numercus inquiries have been re- 


ceived regarding the proper inter- 
pretation of Section 223 of the Rev- 
enue Act of 1921, which provides that 
each individual whose gross income 
for 1921 was 55,000 or over shall file 
a return regardless of his or her net 
income. 


WHAT IT IS. 


"Gross 
income means 
statutory 


gross income, defined by the rev- 
enue act to jnc'hye 'gains, profits and 
income perivecl from salaries', wages, 
or compensation for personal service 
* • * of whatever kind and in what- 
ever form paid, or from professions, 
vocations, trades, business, commerce 
or sales or dealings 
in 
property, 


whether real or personal, growing 
out of the ownership or use of or 
interest in such property; also from 
Interest, rent, dividends, securities or 
the transaction of any business car- 
ried on-for gain or profit or gains or 
profits and income derived from any 
source whatever." 


NOT GROSS RECEIPTS. 


"Gross income does not necessarily 


mean gross receipts. A merchant for 
instance, 
in 
computing 
statutory 


gross income, should deduct there- 
from the cost o.f goods sold. For ex- 
ample, a merchant may have gross 
receipts amounting to $10,000, but 
the cost of goods sold 
amounts to 


$7,000. He has no other income. The 
statutory gross income would be $2,- 
000. In case tho other deductions al- 
lowed him 
for 
business 
expenses, 


taxes, interest, bad debts, etc., amount 
to $2,500, his net income would be 
J500. Na return of income is required 
in this case. 


"A lawyer 
who is 
married and 


living with his wife has gross re- 
ceipts In the form of fees amounting 
to $6,000 and his necessary business 
expenses amount to $4,200, leaving 
a net Income of only SI.SOO. A re- 
turn will be required In this case, 
as taxpayer's gross income as well 
as gross _receints is $6,000."
